DEPLORABLE TRACEDY. 


Alonzo W. Slayback Shot and Kill- 


ed Yesterday Afternoon. 


The Shooting Done in Seif-Deferise by the 


Managing Editor of the Post-Dispatch 
-etails of the Unfortunate 
Affair. 


Late yesterday afternoon the editorial rooms of 
the PostT-DIspaTcu were the scene of a terrible ; 
tragedy, which resulted in the almost Instant 
deathof Col. A. W. Slayback, a lawyer well and 


widely known in this city, 


At 5:15 p. m. Slayback walked hurriedly amd ex- 
citedly into the local rooms of the Post-DIsPpatTcHu 


office, followed by W. H. Clopton. Asis now well 


known, Col. Slayback had assailed the-PostT-Dis- 
PATCH ata local political meeting held in the 


Eighteenth Ward on Thursday night. He had 


cafied the paper g blackmailing sheet and had bit- 


terly attacked all persons connected with it. 


ile made the statement publicly in his speech that 
to be connected with the PosT-DIsPraTcH and to 
be a gentleman was an impossible combination. He 
“devoted twenty minutes to a tirade of this nature. 
As is equally well known, the Post-D1IsPpaATca re- 
plied to the deliberate attack in the editorial col- 


umns yesterday, by simply stating that the man 
who had nade the speech was the 
same Col. A. W. Slavback about 
whom John M. Glover had published 
a card last fall, accusing him of cowardice, and 


the card was given in full. The publication of 


this matter brought about Col. Slayback’s visit to 
the office yesterday afternoon. As he entered the 
local rooms with a rapid step, it was evident thai 
he was ina hich state of excitement. The door 
leading to the private office ef John A. Cockerill.

Atter the shot, Clopton continued to strug 


with Mr. Cockerill, and was, according to the 
statements of eye-withesses, evidentiy tryiiz to 
| shoot him with bis own pistol. Mr. McGuffin, see- 
'ing this, presented the revolver, which Col. Slay- 
back in his weakness easily let go, at 
Mr. Clopton’s head, forced him to relinquish 
his hold upon Cockerill. and to leave the room. 
Immediately after Col. Slayback was shot he be- 
gan to show signs of weakness. Several perse 

among them Mr. Cole, Mr. Cockerill and otlers 
took hold- of him and laid him on the 
floor. Blood gushed from his mouth 
and nose, covering his head and _=§ face. 
Those in attendance wiped the blood from his 
mouth ai lips, but he never spoke and died in 
less than a minute. Dr. McCarthy, who came as 
quickly as possible, found him dead when he ar- 
rived. The news soon spread, andthe friends of 
the dead man camein, among them his brother, | 
Mr. Charles E. Slayback, President of the Mer- 


chants’ Exchange. The scene was a | 
most harrowing one as the brother 
md friends bent over the corpse 


Within half an hour the undertaker’s wagon came 
around and the body was taken to Lynch’s es- 
tablishment. Here it was stripped and washed. 
The bullet was found to have entered the left 
breast, just over the nipple, and probably passed 
through the heart. A number ofthe friends of 
the deceased gathered at Lynch’s, and some of 
them viewed the body. Later, Mrs. Slayback was 
driven up and spent some moments 
in the room with her dead _ husband. 
A couple of friends went up to the dead man’s 
residence and procured a suit of clothes. The 
body was dressed inthem and about 8 o'clock It 
was taken up to the family residence at 2827 Olive 
street. Here the scene was so sad and heartrend- 
ing that strong men turned awayin tears. The 
body was placed inarear room in an ice-box, 
where it has been lying ever since. 


Mr. Cockerill left the office immediately after 


the unfortunate tragedy in company with Mr. Me 
Guffin. He went up to the Lindell, where he 
éhanged his clothes, which were smeared with 
bload, which covered them while he 
was helping to place the dying man on the floor. 
He then went to consult his attorneys, Messrs. 
Johnson and Lodge, and ata late hour last night 
gave himself up to the police and was piuced in 
the calaboose at the Four Oourts, where he has 
remained during the day. Nobody ceplores the 
tragedy more than Mr. Cockerill, who expresses 
the most sincere regret for the unfortunate ending 
of the affair, 


Mr. Samuel Williams’ Statement. 
Mr. Samuel Williams, one of the editorial writ 


ers ofthe Post-Dispatcu, whose desk is in Mr.

As Mr. Slayback 
awdivanced Mr. Clopton slid aroufid behind me, up- 
setting the chair that I had been sitting on. Mr. 
Cockerill lifted his revolver from the desk at this 
moment. Mr. Slayback and Clopton rushed to- 
gether on Mrs.Cockerill, who arose from his chair 
and backed inte the window recess to his richt. I 
rushed to the door thinking to get a revolver,when 
I saw it was no use, and stopped just as I 
had the door partly opened, At this 
moment the shot was fired. I then 
pulled the door shut, and at this time all four 
men—Slayback, Clopton, Cockerill and MeGuflin. 
were very close together. Mr. Gockerill was 
being forced down by Mr. Slayback and Clopton, 
who boti~had hola of hum. As the shot sounded 
my first impres<ion was that Slayback had fired it, 
but immediately I saw that he had received the 
shot. His legs began to give way and his body 
trembled. His foree was allgone. Thencame a 
scuffle - betweu Mr. MeGuffin and 
\icssrs. SlayDuck and Clopton, daring 
which I made a rush out of the room 
for a revolver. When I returned the scuffle had 
ceased. Mr. Cockeri!! had straightenea up to a 
standing position, Mr. Clopton was trying tu get 
io Mr. Slayback and Mr. McGuffin. was trying to 
foree Mr. Clopton from the room. Mr. Cockerill 
wuuton his coatand icft the room with Mr. Mec- 
ruffin, making a remark to the effect that he was 
going to give himself up.

Slayback and put him in as easy a position as I 
eould, placing achair under his head. 1 felt for 
his pulse, but there was none. Dr. McCarthy ar- 
rived soon after, examined Mr. Slayback and pro- 
nounced him dead. Mr. Slayback was much ex- 
cited when he came into the room, and his man- 
ner indicated iutense anger.”

John A. Cockerill. 

Mr. John A. Cockerill is a native of Hamilton, 
Ohio, having been born there thirty-seven years 
ago. His first newspaper work was done on 
the True Télegraph, of that place, a bright and 
trenchant Democratic newspaper, whose local 
columns, after they came under his control, teem- 
ed with interesting matter and gavea true fore- 
cast of the future of their writer. Later on Mr. 
Cockerill obtained a situation as reporter on 
the Cincinnati Enquirer, and soon occupied the 
city editor's desk ou that paper. 
After highly acceptable service In this position he 
was appeinted the Enquirer’s managing editor, 
and built up the success which that paps r is now 
enjoying. After leaving the Enpuirer he travelect 
in Europe for a year, and on returning to America 
became associate editor with Mr. Stilson Hutchins 
of the Washington Post. He next took charge ol 
the Baltimore Gazetie, which was_ fast taking the 
lead of the other papers oy thatcity when he ac- 
cepted an offer to assume the managing editorship 
of the Post-DISPATCH. 

Mr. Cockerill comes of good western stock. His 
father. Col. Coekerill, was a distinguished soldier 
inthe Union army, who, when liggon was a lad of 
eleven, took him to the war with him. Col. 
Cockertil, who was Secretary af State of Oliio at 
the time of his death, was a MAn of strong, pure 
and eourageous character, and his qualities have 
been inberited by his son. 


Mr. Pulitzer Interviewed. 

New YorRK, October 14.—Mr. Joseph Pulitzer. 
proprietor of the PostT-DIsSPATCH, Was fouud at 
tlfe Fifth Avenue Hotel to-day. He was in con- 
pany with several physicians, whp are in attend- 
ance upon one his children, Fwho is seriously 
ill. He said he had just received news of the trag- 
edy in the Post-DispatTcu office, and was too 
mueh shoeked, amazed and afflicted to say any- 
thing. He was ataloss to understand how the 
affair occurred. He knew of po il! feeling be- 
tween the two men. So far as 


he knew _ their relaiions had been 
most amicable. Both were members of the same 
elub, The Elks. Of Mr. Cockerill he spoke fn the 
highest terms, describing him as possessed of a 


ye.ceable disposition, sober, popular, 
penile, modest and of ee 
Rabits. He never had a quarrel with any one aut 


wus never known to carry arms. Mr. Pulitzer 
said he was quite convinced from what he knew 
of Mr. Cockerill that he had acted in self-defense. 

He continued that he was deeply sorry for Mr. 
Siayback and for his family in the terribie calami- 
ty that had befallenthem. He had always held 
Mr. Slayback in estcem. Their personal relations 
were pleasant and he had entertained him at bis 
house. Mr. Cockerill, he said, is a native of 
Ohio. His father has been a member of Con s

reports of similar crops in Europe made it 
questionable whether we should find abroad 
an available market for our surplus provis- 
ions and breadstuffs. From February to 
August our merchandise imports had exceed- 
ed our merchandise exports some forty 
millions of dollars, and with no meats to ex- 
port and no demand for our breadstuffs 
abroad, it was expected that this big balance 
against us would greatly check the fall trade. 
But for the month of August’ the unfavorable 
balance was reduced to $3,000,000 and it was 


found that we were exporting wheat at the 


rate of about four million bushels a week. 
In the last eight weeks we have sent abroad 
15,000,000 bushels more than during the cor- 
responding eight weeks of last year, and this 
increased rate promises to continue because 
the threshing in Europe has shown that the 
crops there were greatly over-estimated. 
Recent estimates make the deficit of the 
United Kingdom about thirty million bushels 
larger than was anticipated, while reports 
from the-continent indicate that the supply 
must come mainly from America. Cotton 
exports have also increased largely within 
the last two weeks. Though September 
showed a falling off of about 76,000 bales, as 
compared with last year, we last week ex- 
ported 80,608 bales, against 45,237 the previous 
week. This increased movement in these 
articles has been attended by a speculative 
advance which may go too far and check ex- 
ports, and the ugusually small stock of pro- 
visions has caused a speculative advance in 
that line also. While general trade has not 
been embarrassed by the stringency of the 
money market, the high rate of interest has 
checked speculation in stocks.
